DR. VALLE PUBLISHED IN HUMAN RELATIONS JOURNAL 


Dr. Matthew Valle, assistant dean of the TSUD School of Business and assistant professor of man- 
agement, has been notified that his manuscript “Do politics perceptions relate to political behaviors? 
Tests of an implicit assumption and expanded model” (Matthew Valle and Pamela Perrewe) has been 
accepted for publication in the journal Human Relations. Human Relations is one of the premier inter- 
national journals in the management/social sciences. The journal is published by the prestigious 
Tavistok Institute in London, England. 

Dr. Valle and his co-author, Dr. Pam Perrewe of Florida State University, have been age in 
this research effort for the past five years. The publication of this manu- a ? 
script will be the culmination of extensive data gathering and analysis and 
should help shed light on a previously overlooked component of individual 
behavior in organizations. Specifically, this research suggests that individ- 
uals formulate strategic responses (in the form of political behaviors) to per- 
ceptions concerning the political nature of their organizations. For individ- 
uals who perceive their organizations to be highly political, two political 
behavior strategies were examined. Reactive political behaviors (actions 
taken to defend against the threat of organizational politics) deepened the |} 
dissatisfaction and increased the perceived stress and intentions to turnover Dr Vall e 
of organizational participants. Proactive political behaviors (actions which : 
individuals undertake to take advantage of political opportunities) were found not to have effects on 
individual outcomes. The manuscript also examines a revised model of the influences which affect 
individual perceptions of the political nature of organizations and uses that information to suggest 
remedies for practicing managers. Publication is expected in mid to late 1999.

The 
databases contain citations, abstracts, and some full text articles from 
several magazines, newspapers, and journals. The archives for the 
databases generally do not stretch beyond 1990, but there are some 
exceptions. A comprehensive list may be obtained in the periodi- 
cal department. You may want to consult this for availability of jour- 
nals you might want to use.

SCHOOL OF MUSIC NAMED FOR DR. JOHN LONG 


During his long career as Director of Bands and Dean of the School of Fine Arts at Troy State University, Dr. John M. 
Long earned almost every music education honor imaginable--except one. That void was filled Tuesday, December 22, when 
Troy State University officials announced the TSU School of Music will be named in honor of Dr. Long. The announcement 
was made by Chancellor Jack Hawkins, Jr., Ph.D., at the Montgomery Civic Center at the annual Blue-Gray Classic luncheon. 
Dr. Long was also honored later in the week for his more than 41 years as the organizer of the halftime show at the Blue-Gray 
Classic, a college football all-star game. 

“Dr. Johnny Long has devoted more than 30 years of his life to the betterment of Troy State University,” Dr. Hawkins 
said. “His dedication to the School of Music makes this a fitting tribute.” Dr. Long served 25 years as chairman of the 
Department of Music and also served as president of the American Bandmasters Association. Dr. Long was also inducted in 
recent years into the National Band Association Hall of Fame of Distinguished Band Conductors. He was also the first active 
bandmaster to be elected to the Alabama Bandmasters Hall of Fame. Dr. Long is also Dean Emeritus of the School of Fine 
Arts. eae 

Dr. David Dye, Dean of the College of Communication and Fine Arts, also praised the decision. “The naming of the 
Troy State University School of Music in honor of Dr. John Long is a fitting tribute to an individual who brought national 
recognition to TSU’s band program and who will be remembered as an outstanding teacher and administrator and devoted 
community leader,” Dr. Dye said. ‘““The Sound of the South’ marching band with almost 300 members reached its maturity 
under Dr. Long’s leadership.”

DR. GLENDA CURRY TO LEAVE TSUM THIS SUMMER 


Dr. Glenda Curry announced she will resign as president of Troy State University Montgomery, effective August 1, 1999, 
following seven years of service to the institution. “I am proud of my Troy State family for their support and dedication dur- 
ing the years that I have served as president. I know that they will continue to forge forward under new leadership to reach 
even higher plateaus of achievement and service to our community. I wish each of them my very best,” Dr. Curry said. 

Dr. Jack Hawkins, Chancellor of The Troy State University System, said he was deeply saddened to learn that Dr. Curry 
would be leaving TSUM. “She provided a new breath of life to this downtown university, and she has focused like a laser 
beam on the clear and sole mission of providing higher education for adult working students,” said Dr. Hawkins. “She has 
turned modest, out-dated facilities into a thriving, exhilarating downtown college campus that is poised on the brink of an 
exciting era of state-of-the-art adult education for this area. All this has been accomplished while providing quality educa- 
tion which is affordable and accessible. We in The TSU System share the immense admiration and deep respect that the 
Montgomery community has for Dr. Curry. We wish her the very best in all that she undertakes in the future. We just wish 
that we could keep her forever,” Dr. Hawkins added. 

During Dr. Curry’s tenure, she created the infrastructure necessary for TSUM to enter into the field of high technology 
and introduced a computer network that linked the university facilities and enhanced computer education for students. She 
also built a bridge connecting the university with the community, establishing new and mutually beneficial relationships with 
businesses and industry. 

In recent years, Dr. Curry played a very pivotal role in resolving the long-lasting higher education desegregation case 
which also validated and ensured TSUM’s unique role as Montgomery’s adult education university. She also was successful 
in negotiating with the federal government “replacement value” for TSUM facilities demolished to make way for construc- 
tion of the new federal courthouse, securing additional funding to begin construction of new campus facilities. “The new 
Rosa Parks Library and Museum and the TSUM campus plaza, both under construction, will serve as lasting landmarks of 
the innovative leadership and momentous accomplishments of Dr. Curry,” said Hawkins. Service to her community will be 
a hallmark of Dr. Curry’s tenure at TSUM. She gave unstintingly of her time and resources in such areas as the Montgomery 
Chamber of Commerce Board, United Way, Leadership Montgomery, Family Sunshine Center Board, Colonial Bank Board, 
the Montgomery Ballet Advisory Board, the Montgomery City/County Personnel Board, and, in 1998, served as co-chair of 
Montgomery’s Jubilee CityFest. 

Dr. Curry will join her family in Tuscaloosa where her husband, Dr. William Curry, is dean of the College of Community 
Health Sciences at The University of Alabama. In the fall, Dr. Curry’s plans include attending seminary to prepare to become 
an Episcopal priest in the Diocese of Alabama.
